ample. Hie American Red Cross re­ 
ports that all the local help employ­ 
ed is remunerated in a weekly wage 
of potatoes. 
About 30 pounds of po­

wage for an ordinary laborer. 


The largest commercial transaction 
which has been conducted recntly in 
potato currency, reported from Grod­ 
no. where a large landowner whose 
house was wrecked during the war 
refurnished the entire mansion with 
articles purchased with potato mon­ 
ey.

chases from local 
merchants,

most important being a complete set 
of drawing room 
furniture, 
which 
cost 12.000 potatoes.

F o r 
many years the military value of hands 
lins been understood and appreciated, 
lait previous to the world w ar sing­ 
ing in the arm y was considered only 
as a form of entertainm ent and not

spirits,

the burdens of the m arch, overcoming
